POPE CONFERS WITH BRITISH 
ENVOY ON PEACE EFFORTS 


Vatican’s Notes to Five Powers 
Said to Have Been Phrased 
Individually. 

VATICAN CITY, June 5 (AP).— 
Pope Pius XII today received the 
British Minister to the Holy See, 
Francis D’Arcy Godalphin Osborne, 
and informed Vatican sources said 
they had an important conference 
on the Pontiff’s efforts in behalf of 

peace. 

Though there was no official in- 
formation, an informant said the 
Pope had sent notes to Britain, 
France, Germany, Italy and Poland 
dealing with specific problems 
threatening peace. Each note was 
said to have been individually 
phrased according to the circum- 
stances affecting each Government. 

Vatican circles attached particu- 
lar importance to the notes to Brit- 
ain and France. Some observers 
thought these might have touched 
on British-French negotiations with 
Soviet Russia for a mutual assist- 
ance agreement. 

The Pope told the Cardinals last 
Friday that his intervention in Eu- 
rope’s dissensions had brought as- 
surances from leading statesmen 
that they were resolved to keep 
“the peace which is so much de- 
sired by the people.”

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Accord- 
ing to a report on the automobile 
industry submitted to Congress to- 
day by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, the Nash. Motor Co., during 
the decade 1927-37, earned average 
annual profits of 36.9 per cent; the 
General Motors Corporation, 35.5 
per cent; the Chrysler Corporation, 
28.59 per cent; and the Packard 
Motor Car Co., 21.25 per cent. Owing 
to severe depression years, and 
also to change of model and factory 
reconstruction in 1927 and 1928, the 
Ford Motor Co. is declared during 
the same period to have suffered 
an average annual loss o* 0.8 per 
cent. The profits of the Hudson 
and Studebaker companies are 
given respectively as 9.4 and 6.13 
per cent.

Ford Profits Huge. 


The Ford Motor Co.’s capital of 
$100,000 in 1903 grew to $636,155,735 
at the end of 1937. Of this only 
$14,663,444, representing investments 
by employes, constituted borrowed 
funds. 

During 34 years, the Ford Motor 


Co. manufactured 27,000,000 auto-| 


mobiles, sold them for $14,180,000,- 
000, and earned an aggregate profit 
of $978,900,000. It is explained, how- 
ever, that income taxes have not 
been deducted from these figures. 

Before provision for income taxes, 
the largest seven manufacturers of 
passenger automobiles are declared 
to have realized profits of mor 
than $2,375,000,000, during 1927-37. 
Of this total, General Motors ac- 
counted for 79.7 per cent, the Chrys- 
ler Corporation for 11.6 per cent; 
the Ford Motor Co., 0.2 per cent: 
and four smaller companies, 8.6 per 
cent, 


Competition, in Volume, Active. 


Despite these billions of profits, 
and also the fact that in 1938 three 
of the 11 companies regularly pfo- 
ducing passenger cars monopolized 
.90 per cent of total sales, the com- 
mission finds that competition 
among manufacturers is active, 
though in volume rather than 
prices. This competition, it is af- 
firmed, “gave to the public im- 
proved products, often at substan- 
tially reduced costs.” The state- 
ment is offered that “consumer ben- 
efits in the automobile manufactur- 
ing industry have probably been 
greater than in any other large in- 
dustry studied by the commission.” 

Practices tending to fix and main- 
tain prices are found to be preva- 
lent in the industry, but are de- 
clared to be used chiefly by local 
associations of dealers. These prac- 
tices, according to the report, enter 
interstate commerce to so small a 
degree that Federal jurisdiction is 
not indicated. “In general,” it is 
concluded, “regulation becomes a 
matter to be handled by the law 
enforcement agencies of the States.” 


Heavy Profit in Parts. 


Records of the larger manufac- 
turers, the report says, prove that 
the largest part of the industry’s 
profits have come not from the sale 
of cars but of accessories and parts. 
In its domestic business, the Ford 
Motor Co. is declared to have lost 
0.36 cents on every dollar of new 
car sales from 1929 to 1937. But it 
made 12.07 cents on each dollar of 
sales of accessories and replace- 
ment parts. Corresponding figures 
for General Motors are 7.18 cents 
of profit a dollar on new car sales, 
and 24.85 cents on sale of acces- 
sories and parts; and for the Chrys- 
ler Corporation, 6.6 and 17.3 cents. 

The importance of such side-lines, 
according to the commission, is re- 
flected by complaints from numer- 
ous dealers that General Motors, 
the Chrysler Corporation and the 
Ford Motor Co. have coerced them

paid producers.

O many harsh words have been 
gon lately at the United 
States Chamber of Commerce—

With a swift 
gesture the baby struck the doll 
from his mother’s hand and, tears 
streaming down his face, reached 
again toward the bright fish on the 
mantel. 

“No, no,” again said his mother, 
swiftly sliding the ornament be- 
hind a picture. “I think I hear 
Fido at the door. Come we'll look 
‘for him.” 

The frantic yells died down, and, 
with many a backward’ glance to- 
ward the place where the lovely 
thing had been, he allowed him- 
‘self to be carried to the door to 
greet Fido. 
| Later on his grandmother said, 
“You ought not to have hidden 
ithe thing. You should have left 
‘it right where it was and made 
him understand that he can't have 
\everything he sees.” 
| I think his mother was wiser. 
‘She will have to struggle with the 
‘child many times a day for the 
next few years, in order to teach 
him what he can and what he can- 
not touch. If she can save her- 
self and the child a few trying ex- 
periences, so much the better. There 
is no need of providing experiences 
of this kind because every day will 
bring its own share. It is wise to 
\put away fragile ornaments when 
‘that is possible, during the year 
‘that the baby is learning about 
\things by touching them, handling 
i them. 
| This phase of growth is impor- 
| tant. The child must touch and 
|handle things to understand about 
|them. It is best to let him touch 
\Oonly what is safe for him, and for 
\the objects, in the beginning. As 
he grows in understanding he is 
‘given greater freedom. 

To save the household treasures 
we start the child on his learning 
expeditions with the mystery bag, 
or box. We take a bright-colored 
bag, or interesting box, and put a 
mixture of things that interest little 
ones in it. The investigator pulls 
out anything he touches and exam- 
ines it, sometimes indicating that 
he would like to know its name. 


His mother tells him the name, 
just that one word, clearly. Balls 
of different kinds—rubber. wood, 


yarn, glass, are good to start with. 
Add new things from time to time 
and remove those that the child no 
longer touches. In these bags and 
boxes we put odds and ends of all 
sorts; little toys, a bell, a whistle, 
fabrics of all sorts and colors, met- 
ais, stones, clothespins, tin toys (no 
sharp edges), spoons, pans, strings, 
beads, boxes with lids that can be 
taken off and put back. The idea 
is that by handling and using these 
things the child gets the experi- 
ences he craves without damage to 
the household belongings, or to 
himself.
